Don’t Crop Lawns 


good dawn out of one wMdt was 
sown on poorly prepare d ground, but 
a good ti^rUqua la mowing can help 
a kK, foatartng the growth of the 
belter lawn graaeee and helpbig con¬ 
trol the worst of the weeds. The 
whole Idea nuiat be to weaken the 
lawn gnssea ai HtUe as poaslUe. and 
the major points to wat^ are does- 
neae of cut and frequency of mowing. 

If you mow doeely, you are re¬ 
ducing the area of leaf surface^—and 
remennber Uiat the leavea are the food 
factortea, powered by eunlight, In 
which food la manufactured for the 
roots; the fcrtlUzer you sprinkle on 
the lawn is only the raw matcrlala to 
supply these factories.

Just about the worst policy you 
can follow Is to put off cutting the 
graaa until it begins to resemble a

day when you have to mow it again. 
Ihle tedinlque la guaranteed to ruin 
even a good lavra in the course of a 
ringle aeaioii.

Oittlng lha graaa, nke pruning a 
tree, is a surgical operation; you can- 
net mow at aJ] without muttlatlng the 
gtaas plants to some extent, and the 
nwre you cut away, the more 
aerlooB is the opetstion and the 
patJrat win reoovw that much more 
alowly.

Moreover, beceuM the mowings 
are very ftaie and short, you can mow 
without a gimsa catcher or without 
reklng up after mowing, leaving the 
fine tlpe to mulch the roots and build 
up soli fertility. 

Thlt combination of high mowing 
and frequent mowing produces a 
lavra which may look a little ehaggy 
to an eye eocwtomed to a putting 
green, but cme that realsta moas and 
weed invasion; one that rerasins 
green through our summer dry 
spells, and one that becomes soft and 
springy underfoot. 

It is true that leaving the mowings 
on the lawn encourages e ai Ui v m ini , 
but If wonncasti thnstin to mar the 
lawn, the worms can be -expriM 
quite easily with modem chemicals. 

Rnally, don't be a on»wsy mower. 
Fdlow a different mowing 
eadi time you mow, hltQng tt from a 
different dlrectton.
